Claims 1-56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 it is not clear who is receiving compensation from a plurality of participants; Clarification is 
requested. Further, it is not clear who is presenting a business entity to the participants. Clarification is 
requested. Nor is it clear who is deciding, based at least upon a first vote of the participants, to perform a 
first review of the business entity. Nor is clear what the scope of a review is. Further, the results are 
indefinite in scope . 

In claim 2, the scope of the second review is vague and indefinite. 

In claim three the scope of a due diligence review is vague and indefinite. 

In claim 4, it is not clear who is receiving compensation fi"om a plurality of participants. Nor is it clear 
who is identifying a business entity. Moreover, the scope of "causing the business entity to assign an 
equity interest" is vague and indefinite. 

In claim 7, the step of causing value to be provided to the business entity is vague and indefinite. 

In claim 8 'wherein the value is provided in exchange for (C)" is vague and indefinite. 

In claim 15, further comprising providing the value to the business entity is vague and indefinite. 

In claim 1 8, the step of evaluating the interest of the participants in the business entity is vague and 
indefinite. 

In claim 1 9, the step of receiving compensation from a plurality of participants is indeifinite as to whom 
the compensation is being delivered; identifying a business entity is indefinite as to the scope of 
identifying. 

In claim 20, the step of identifying a plurality of participants is vague and indefinite as to the scope of 
identifying. Further, the step of identifying a business entity is likewise indefinite 

In claim 45, the step of presenting, to a plurality of participants, a conditional offer to provide the results 
of a review of a particular business entity is indefinite in scope as to the results and to the step of causing 
the review of the business entity to be performed. 

In claim 54, the step of identifying a plurality of individuals is indefinite in scope; Further, the step of 
identifying a plurality of companies is indefinite in scope. 

In claim 55, the step of identifying a plurality of individuals is indefinite in scope. Also in said claim the 
results are indefinite in scope.
